The 
x conſequence of the propoſition muſt 
needs be true, becauſe Gods vvritten 
vvord ſo ſoone as ever it vvas vvritten 
and given vmto men, vvas his abſolute 
Covenant and intire teſtimony: ſpe- 
cially it being fo called by name, even 
Gods covenant and Gods teftimony, as be- 
fore vve ſavy that the Decalogue is cal- 
led. Alſo it being vvritten by God him 
ſelfe; cannot in this reſpe& but be ab- 
ſolute and perfect: the Author of him 
ſelfe being ſo perfect, as he is.

Den Commundements hangeth the whole Wi 
Lu and the Prophets, That is, on thoſe

in mentioning the 2. great Comman- 
dements of the Lavy, ſeing the Lavy 
knovveth no other diviſion into tvvo 
parts, but this vyhich is into 2.

to be vnderſtood by a Synecdoche, that is, 
they expreſſe but one particular thing, 1 
yet they truly ſignify and include other 
ſpeciall things and matters vvhich arc 
of one and the ſame generall nature & 
kynd. But as theſe 2. Commandements 
are to be expounded, ſo are the reſt of 
the ten, even ſo far forth that they all 
muſt be perfect generall Heads in their 
kynd. Yea, if theſe 2. be Synecdochical, 
the reſt are ſo in like manner, cheifly if 
the Genertall in any other be not c- 
| preſſed in the letter. In this caſe it can- 
not be, that any difference ſhould be 


ents. No ſhevv of reaſon can 

be made to the contrary. But theſe 2. 
are Swecdorhicall by Chriſts ovvne in- 
terpretation, as vve haveſecne; neither

V Vhich ſpe- 
ciall inſtitutions in them mentioned, 
either in the Negative or Affirmative 
ſeuſe, if vve ſhall: but compare vvith 
the like vvhich are or may be in theſe 
our times, vve ſ hall foorthvvith vnder- 
ſtand and as it yyere ſee vvith our cyes 
the vvhole purpoſe & true meaning of 
this 2 dl. Commeandement. VVhich 
being vvell vaderſtood, vvill make an 
end in a maner of all, or of the grea-

This only mat- 
er if vve do approve and agree vnto, 
( vvhich conſidering the forcalleaged 
eaſons and grounds, of neceſſity vve 
muſt agree vato ) it is ſufficient for 
this our vvhole purpoſe.
